CHAPMAN BROOK BRIDGE 

Bancroft Contnacting Corp. of 
South Paris with sa_cost of $113,294 
was ithe successful contractor as 
bids were opened for the construce- 
tion of a new bridge at Chapman 
Brook in Northwest Bethel on Wed- 
nesday, Sept. 2, at the Transpor- 
tation Building in Aagustia..
